Claims 1-20 are allowed and will remain as numbered upon allowance. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

2. The application has been amended as follows: 
• The abstract has been amended as follows: 

The invention relates to a device which is used to continuously filter material mixtures, in 
particular for separating impurities from plastic melts. The device includes a hollow 
cylindrically-shaped filter element (2) which is arranged inside a housing (1), an annular 
chamber (22) which is defined from the outside of the filter element (2) and an inner wall of the 
housing, and at least one stripper (23) which can be pressed onto the filter body by means of an 
adjusting device. The stripper is used to remove the impurities detained on the filter element (2) 
due to a relative movement of the filter element (2) and the stripper (23). The adjusting device 
contains a pressure sensor (42, 53) which is used to detect the pressure of the material mixture 
upstream from the filter body and an actuator (43) which is connected to the pressure sensor, said 
the actuator being used to adjust the pressure of the stripper (23) according to the pressure 
detected by the pressure sensor. 
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Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

• The closest cited art — Bacher '705 — fails to anticipate or render obvious, alone or in any 
proper combination, a pressure sensor for detecting the pressure of the delivered material (or 
the material mixture upstream of the filter element) and the actuator connected to the stripper 
and connected to (or responsive to) the pressure sensor and operative as in the last three lines 
in each of claims 1,16 and 17. 

• The nonsubstantive changes to the abstract were made to remove legal language. 

• It is noted that in claim 17, the introduction of "at least one stripper edge" provides by 
implication antecedent basis for the later term "the stripper". 

• It is noted that the corresponding structure in the specification for the "means for 
controlling. . ." of claim 20 is considered to be the control electronics 36 and the mass 
pressure sensors 34 and 35 or structurally equivalents thereof.
